Must Have God 

Also expressing fear that 

America may be about to join 
the long list of civilizations 
which have perished from the 
earth was Charles B. Howard 
of Buies Creek, N. C., a col- 
lege professor and now an 
evangelist. 
_ “Civilizations cannot perma- 
nently endure without God,” 
he said. ‘“‘The Gospel of Christ 
is more than wishful thinking. 
It is the realism of a great 
purpose to get the Lord’s will 
done in our world, of getting 
our world saved from destruc- 
tion and guided into abund- 
ant living.”’ 

Havner, a white-haired writ- 
er and evangelist, told the 
preachers, ‘‘Let the Bible stand 
as read." 

“‘Man can understand the Bi- 
ble only through the Holy Spir- 
it,” he said. 

Havner said that unless 
a preacher is willing to re- 
nounce earthly pleasures, he 
has no business in the minis- 
try. 
‘He professed to a difficuity ih 
harmonizing standards of suc-

cess in the ministry today with 
the Bible picture of the rough 
road God’s prophets have trav- 
eled. 

“Preachers had better get 
out of their minds the notion 
that more church members, 
bigger churches, more money 
and finer church programs are 
keys to winning the world to 
Christ,” Havner said: 

“God does not work that 
way. He can do more with a 
dedicated few than with an in- 
different multitude.”’ 


If there could be kindled a 
flame of sacred love in these 
cold hearts of ours, we might 
with just one more chance, 
set the world on fire.” 

Another speaker, Brooks 
Ramsey, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church, Albany, Ga., 
said the greatest tragedy of 
20th century Christianity has 
been a false dependency on 
what man can do rather than 
what God can do. 

“We have felt that great 
preaching is the answer,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but without the Spirit 
of God, it is a floral tribute 
upon the casket of a dead ser- 
mon.”’” 

K. Owen White, chief stand- 
ard bearer for conservative 
Southern Baptists, said the 
average Baptist layman isn’t 
interested in modern theologi- 
cal trends. 

“This is no day for theologi- 
cal jargon,” said the gray - 
haired pastor of First Baptist 
Church, Houston, Tex., who led 
the attack of conservative 
Southern Baptists upon the con- 
troversial book ‘‘Message of 
Genesis,’’ at the 1962 conven- 
tion meeting in San Francisco. 
The debate resulted in an im- 
mediate restudy of Baptist ten- 
ets of faith by a convention 
committee. + 

No Day For Doubts 

“This is no day for raising 
questions and doubts in the 
hearts and minds of people 
concerning the reliability, in- 
tegrity and authority of the Bi- 
ble,’’ White said.

Foreign Mission Board 

A 15-year. advance program 
by the Foreign Mission Board 
of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention has resulted in a net 
gain of more than 1000 mission- 
aries. Progress was reported 
to the 1963 Convention by Bak- 
er J. Cauthen, Richmond, exec- 
utive secretary of the agency. 
The number of missionaries 
under appointment at the close 
of 1962 was 1627. ‘‘During these 
15 years. of advance, work has 
been extended into twenty-two 
additional countries, giving a 
total of fifty-two countries in 
which work is . maintained,” 
Cauthen added. Still, ‘‘the oper- 
ating budget for current ex- 
penses. . .must be increased 
more than $1,000,000 each year 
in order for advance to con- 
tinue,"’ he said. 

The New Life Crusade in 
Japan and other countries of 
the Orient help make 1963 ‘‘a 
year of great emphasis upon 
evangelism in many parts of 
the world.” 

Work of the board is divided 
into three geographical areas— 
the Orient, Latin America; and 
Europe, Africa and the Near 
East. 

“The Latin American mis- 
sions have submitted requests 
for 199 missionaries to be ap- 
pointed during 1963. These in- 
clude agricultural missionar- 
jes, an architect, a business 
manager, three couples for 
English-speaking work (not in- 
cluding the English - speaking 
areas of the Caribbean), sixty 
couples for field evangelism, 
one couple for literature pro- 
motion, one couple for radio- 
television, six couples for re- 
ligious education, two couples 
for schoolwork, seven couples 
for seminaries and institutes, 
a dietitian, four doctors, three 
Good Will Center workers, nine 
nurses, four single women for 
schoolwork, and four young 
ladies to work in treasurer’s 
offices,"" Means answered.

Financially, the board report- 
ed a decrease. in expected re- 


1961 figures. James L. Sulli- 
van, Nashville, executive sec- 
retary - treasurer, stated, 
“While we have grown in size 
and volume, our costs of manu- 
facturing and distributing have 
constantly climbed higher and 
higher. Thus the net earnings, 
especially capital and reserve 
funds, ar not as adequate as 
planned.’’ Net earnings were 
$4,872,322. Of this figures, $2,- 
633,959 went to the department- 
al education and service pro- 
grams through which the board 
serves Southern Baptist 
‘churches; $636,527 went direct- 
ly to the program of coopera- 
tion with state boards accord- 
ing to a regular distribution 
plan. Another $247,592 was de- 
signated for the program of 
Southern Baptist Convention 
support, with $450,000 for the 
New Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion Building in Nashville; $41,- 
438 was used in the program 
of special ministries (such as 
support of the 30,000 Move- 
ment) ; $862,806 went into capit- 
al reserve funds for operating, 
contingency and special pur- 
pose reserves. Most of the fig- 
ures were-increases over the 
same period in 1961, but less 
than had been budgeted for 
1962. 


Annuity Board 

The year 1962 was a record 
breaking year for the Annuity 
Board, the Southern Baptist 
Convention agency that admin- 
isters the retirement plans. 
Wallace Bassett, Dallas, presi- 
dent of the Board, recalled the 
board started its ministry with 
only $100,000, a gift of the SBC 
Sunday School Board. The init- 
jal investment was much less 
then the multi-million dollar 
endowment the actuary had 
recommended. ‘‘By contrast,” 
said Bassett, ‘'1962 closed with 
the board holding funds in 
trust for more than 25,000 min- 
isters, church and denomina- 
tional employees in excess of 
$105 million, about $12 million 
more than 1961." 

Concerning 1962 records, he 
said more than $3,091,000 was 
paid in benefits to some 5,792 
age, disability and widow an- 
nuitants.

Brotherhood Commission 

A depth program to increase 
the spiritual caliber of men and 
boys is being planned by the 
Brotherhood Commission of the 
Southern Baptist Convention 
for use in 1963-1964, George W. 
Schroeder, Memphis, the agen- 
cy’s chief executive officer, 
said here. 

Scheduled for men the next 
two years are opportunities to 
aid fellow Baptists in states 
where Baptist work is weak, 
Schroeder said.

Deliverance In Trouble

Psalms 91; 107 
- Deliverance in times of 
trouble is a recurring theme 
of the book of Psalms. God 
is a fortress for those im dan- 
ger and a refuge for those in 
distress. ( The psalmist's experi- 
ence of the 
reality and the 
adequacy 
of God's help 
is meant to give 
us assurance 
that God com- 
forts and 





clares that God is a present 


help in. trouble. Whatever the 


peril or the problem or the 
special providence which may 
involve pain or even tragedy, 
we are encouraged to put our 
trust in God with confidence 
that he will supply our need. 
Psalm 107 declares the same 
truth but from another view- 
point. It reflects God’s deliv- 
erance of the people of Israel 
again and again and calls upon 
God's people to praise him for 
his goodness and everlasting 
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deadly pestilence. He covers 
with his pinions, which suggests 


afraid of dangers 
or dangers in the day or of un- 
expected pestilence or destruc- 
tion. All these figures of speech 
could be translated into the 
perils of modern experience, but 
the unchangeable God would 
still be our. security and 
strength. 


The same thought is continu- 


.|ed in verses 9 to 13. We need 


not be afraid of any tragedy. 
or plague. What the psalmist 
says must be interpreted in the 
light of the full biblical revela- 
tion. Evil and tragedy and af- 
fliction do come. ‘But by faith 
in God we are either delivered 
from them or delivered through 
them. God’s angels are like 
protectors to shield and help 
us in all the experiences of life. 
We may have to encounter fero- 
cious and subtle enemies —the 
lion and the serpent. They 
represent spiritual enemies and 
spiritual perils from which God 
is our only deliverance.
